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The Churches and Economic Issues and Concerns 
An Introduction to Literature 


The following bibliographic essay is a review of many 
sources with the main emphasis on the relation of the 
churches to economic issues and concerns. The purpose 
is to provide systematic guidance to inquirers who wish to 
learn the range of the literature; also to those who may 
wish to interpret certain aspects of the subject matter 
covered or to make critical appraisals of the relation of 
the churches to economic life. While no claim is made 
that the references constitute a complete or exhaustive 
list, an effort has been made, within the staff time avail- 
able, to note titles fairly representative of the main types 
of publications. [Numbers in parentheses refer to biblio- 
graphic references. ] 


Historical References 


A thorough source documenting the attention given 
within the churches to economic problems is Charles E. 
Hopkins’ The Rise of the Social Gospel in American 
Protestantism, 1865-1915 (83). Selections from the writ- 
ings of Walter Rauschenbusch, one of the influential per- 
sons writing social prophecy appear in A Rauschenbusch 
Reader (108), containing large portions of all his im- 
portant writings on social issues from 1907 on, and also 
excerpts of certain earlier works. Recently Rauschen- 
busch’s A Theology for the Social Gospel (154) has been 
reprinted as a paperback. Some of Washington Glad- 
den’s early thought appears in his Tools and the Man; 
Property and Industry Under the Christian Law (74). 


The thinking of a large representative group of Protes- 
tant officials after World War I is summed up in the 
work, The Church and Industrial Reconstruction (29), 
approved by the Committee on the War and the Religious 
Outlook. The British historian, R. H. Tawney, wrote a 
comprehensive work, Religion and the Rise of Capitalism 
(172), in which he dealt with both the influences of re- 
ligious institutions on economic life, and the influences 
of economic institutions on religious life. 


An early inquiry of the Department of Research and 
Education of the Federal Council of Churches was en- 
titled Our Economic Life in the Light of Christian Ideals 
(54). John R. Everett considered Religion in Economics 
in terms of the thought of three well-known social 
scientists, John B, Clark, Richard T. Ely and Simon N. 
Patten (61). Edward Duff, a Jesuit scholar, wrote a his- 
tory of the World Council of Churches emphasizing The 
Social Thought of the World Council of Churches (56). 
Historical aspects of the churches’ concern for economic 


life are also referred to in many of the titles considered 
below. 


Why the Church Concern? 


The historical works just noted have dealt with the 
reasons for the concerns of the churches with economic 
problems. Certain other titles with this emphasis are now 
noticed. Bishop William Scarlett edited a volume, The 
Christian Demand for Social Justice (157), comprising 
papers compiled by the Joint Commission on Social Recon- 
struction appointed by the General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. Among the contributions 
are: “Free Enterprise and Planned Economy” by John M. 
Clark; “Individualism, Collectivism, and Christian Free- 
dom” by Charles D. Kean; “Social Democracy in Britain” 
by R. H. Tawney. William Temple wrote Christianity and 
Social Order (173). 

Roswell P. Barnes, executive secretary in America of 
the World Council of Churches, writes that the churches 
are “under orders” and puts these words in the title of 
his recent book, reviewed in the Service, June 10, 1961: 
Under Orders: The Churches and Public Affairs (5). 
“The dynamics, the motivations, the evaluation of public 
affairs” become unmistakably the concern of the churches, 
he writes. 

In one of the Rauschenbusch lectures, Toyohiko Kagawa 
discussed Brotherhood Economics (98). James Myers in 
Religion Lends a Hand (128) described in specific terms 
the social actions and services of religious organizations 
and their leaders. Harold C. Letts prepared a thorough 
study, Christian Social Responsibility (113). 

The editor of the Harvard Business Review, Edward C. 
Bursk, has edited a volume, Business and Religion (22), 
containing selections of writings in the Review. It includes 
a much discussed article, “Skyhooks” with “special im- 
plications for Monday through Friday,” by O. A. Ohmann, 
a businessman. (Reviewed in INFORMATION SERVICE, 
April 30, 1960.) 

The difficult question of the relation of “Personal 
Values and Business Decisions” is discussed in practical 
perspective by Edmund F. Learned, Arch R. Dooley, and 
Robert L. Katz in an article in the Harvard Business Re- 
view (112), which was reprinted. These authors drew 
upon the extensive proceedings of several Danforth Semi- 
nars held at the Graduate School of Business Adminis- 
tration, Harvard Unversity, on aspects of religion and 
business. The authors also present their own conclusions. 
(Reviewed in InFoRMATION SeERvicE, April 30, 1960.) 
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Conferences and Consultations 


The reports of study conferences and consultations are 
separately treated now, although their subject matter ob- 
viously overlaps that of other sections in this essay. The 
persons attending study conferences and consultations 
present their deliberations, conclusions, and recommenda- 
tions for these gatherings only, and not for the interde- 
nominational organizations convening them. 

The first National Study Conference on the Church 
and Economic Life was called by the Federal Council of 
Churches at Pittsburgh in 1947. The concerns considered 
are given as follows in the several sections of the Report 
(142): “Crucial Problems in Economic Life with which 
Church People Should Be Most Concerned,” “The Re- 
sponsibility of the Church in the Economic Sphere,” “The 
Program of the Church in the Economic Sphere.”

The Ethics and Economics of Society 

A series of 11 volumes on Ethics and Economics (60) 
originated by a Study Committee of the Federal Council 
of Churches (merger in 1950 in the National Council of 
Churches) constitutes a small library. In the Foreword 
to one of the volumes, The Church as Employer, Money 
Raiser, and Investor, Charles P. Taft states that “in recent 
years religious leaders have recognized that the ethical 
problems of economic life have become increasingly 
urgent.” 

The volumes, all of which contain the judgments and 
conclusions of the authors and not the positions of the 
Federal or National Council of Churches, are as follows:

Emile Benoit’s Ethical Issues in the Economic Impact o 
Disarmament (10) ; Charles P. Taft’s Democracy in Pol- 
tics and Economics (171), in which the former Mayor of 
Cincinnati discusses in practical terms the dilemmas in- 
volved in political and economic decisions in a complex 
culture; Walter G. Muelder’s Religion and Economic Re- 
sponsibility (127); Victor Obenhaus’ The Responsible 
Christian (147) ; Albert T. Rasmussen’s Christian Social 
Ethics (153). 


Pronouncements, Resolutions, etc. 


“The pronouncing process,” as was noted in this SErv- 
IcE, March 18, 1961 (91), “has often been called one of 
the more controversial activities of church bodies.” The 
documents issued by religious bodies are called variously 
pronouncements, policy statements, resolutions, social 
creeds, social ideals, etc. (The National Council of 
Churches defines a pronouncement as a “declaration of 
conviction or a statement of policy or position ... ” while 
a resolution is defined as an “action primarily designed 
to implement policies.”)) Pronouncements on various cur- 
rent economic issues have been made for about 70 years. 
It is often thought pronouncing on modern economic issues 
began with Pope Leo XIII and his famous encyclical On 
the Condition of Labor (Rerum Novarum) in 1891. 

John F. Frelick’s unpublished dissertation, A Critical 
Survey of Ecclesiastical Pronouncements in the Economic 
Field—Rerum Novarum to Evanston (67), is a thorough 
review, which was treated at length in this Service, Sep- 
tember 7, 1957. F. Ernest Johnson edited The Social 
Work of the Churches, which includes summaries of many 
pronouncements down to the year 1930 (96). The Inter- 
national Council of Religious Education published sum- 
maries of the many statements issued for the years 1930- 
39 (53). The Industrial Relations Division of the Federal 
Council of Churches published Excerpts from Statements 
on Religion on Economic Life in 1947 (86). The Federal 
Council’s latest Social Ideals 35 the Churches appears in 
its official report for 1932 (63); this statement does not 
commit the National Council of Churches. 

The National Council of Churches publishes the texts 
of its Pronouncements (135) in a loose-leaf form, peri- 
odically updated. Resolutions of the Council are generally 
published by the units that originate them (136). The 
“Meaning of a National Council Pronouncement” was 
quoted in this Service, March 18, 1961 (92). 
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A. Dudley Ward describes The Social Creed of the 
Methodist Church in a rcent book (183). A Christian 
Rural Fellowship Bulletin contained a compilation, “The 
Social Ideals of the Churches For Agriculture and Rural 
Life” (109). An example of an international, interdenomi- 
national statement is Christian Concerns In Regard To 
Food and Agriculture (28). 

Food For Peace (66) is an example of a recent state- 
ment signed by about 100 persons well known in Judaism, 
Roman Catholicism, and Protestantism. The two editions 
of Religion and the Good Society (107) contain documents 
that illustrate the parallels frequently found in Jewish, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant pronouncements; the 
second edition also contains a summary of common ele- 
ments, reprinted in this Service, March 18, 1961. 

The Good Citizen in the Good Society (105) quotes in 
full the texts of two widely quoted “inter-faith” state- 
ments (i.e., signed by numerous officials of Judaism, Ro- 
man Catholicism, and Protestantism) as follows: “A Dec- 
laration of the Foundations of World Peace and Order” 
(1943) ; and a “Pattern for Economic Justice” (1946). 

Documents on Judaism are David de Sola Pool’s essay, 
“Judaism,” in the editions of Religion and the Good So- 
ciety (107) ; Albert Vorspan’s and Eugene J. Lipman’s 
Justice and Judaism (180) ; and Abraham Cronbach’s The 
Social Outlook of Modern Judaism (34). 

The Papal encyclicals are the basis of John F. Cronin’s 
Social Principles and Economic Life (35). Raphael Huber 
has compiled statements by the American Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in Our Bishops Speak (85). A well-known docu- 
ment is the Roman Catholic Bishops’ Program of Social 
Reconstruction of 1919 (133). The National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference has published, among many state- 
ments, A Program for Shared Abundance (132) and A 
Program for the Family Farm (131). 

Edward T. Gargan has edited a symposium on Leo XIII 
and the Modern World (71). A Roman Catholic sociol- 
ogist, Fr. Furfey, writes A History of Social Thought 
(68), and a Roman Catholic economist, Bernard Dempsey, 
writes on The Functional Economy (38). 

Pronouncements are generally published in official pro- 
ceedings of religious bodies, the officers of which are listed 
in the annual Yearbook of American Churches (110). The 
National Council of Churches publishes a Triennial Re- 
port (137) ; and a leaflet National Council of Churches: 
What It Is, What It Does (139). 

Economic Practices of Churches 

“The Church’s integrity of life and mission requires 
that we examine the corporate economic practices of the 
Church,” said Norman J. Baugher of the Church of the 
Brethren in an address at a consultation of Church Boards 
and Agencies on the Economic Practices of Churches. The 
main text of Mr. Baugher’s speech appeared in this SERv- 
IcE, April 29, 1961. The proceedings of the session appear 
in Report of the Consultation of Church Boards and Agen- 
cies on the Economic Practices of the Churches (152). 

One of the volumes in the series on Ethics and Eco- 
nomics, already referred to, Johnson and Ackerman’s The 
Church as Employer, Money Raiser, and Investor (97) 
presents the results of a systematic inquiry. 

Related titles are: John P. Kelley’s The Economics of 
Christianity (101), and John Daniel’s Labor, Industry and 
the Church: A Study of the Interrelationships Involving 
the Church, Labor, and Management (37). 


Certain Program Materials 


The National Council of Churches publishes two docu- 
ments providing background for consideration of church 
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programs and program materials: The National Council 
of Churches Views Its Task in Christian Life and Work 
(138), and Christian Principles and Assumptions for Eco- 
nomic Life (134). 

The National Council’s Department of the Church and 
Economic Life (in this section referred to as DCEL) is- 
sues an annual Labor Sunday Message (46). The 1961 
Message considers automation, technology, and unemploy- 
ment. DCEL also issues a Current Publication List (41) ; 
Church and Economic Life Program Suggestions (50) ; 
and Information on Recent and Current Programs (44). 

Among special studies sponsored by DCEL are: Jn 
Search of Maturity in Industrial Relations: Some Ethical 
Implications of the 1959-60 Dispute in the Steel Industry 
(48) ; and /nflation: Some Economic and Ethical Implica- 
tions (43). 

Among materials designed for discussion or study 
groups, as well as for personal reading, published by DCEL 
are: Learning to Know and Use the Peaceful Atom in 
Our Daily Lives (45) ; Cameron P. Hall’s Can We Stand 
Abundance? (76), and his The Christian and His Daily 
Work (77); A New Look At Cooperatives and Mutual 
Businesses (106); Cynthia Wedel’s Employed Women 
and the Church (184); and an annotated reading list, 
Employed Women and the Church (42); You and Our 
Changing Economy (47); You, Your Church and Your 
Job (52) ; You Too, Can Play 20 Questions (51) ; Sources 
of Facts and Guidance (49). 

Migrants and Other Farm Workers: Christian Concern 
For Basic Improvement in Their Working Conditions 
(122) is a packet of materials compiled by DCEL. 

DCEL has updated Suggestions For Action By 
Churches Related to Needs of Unemployed Persons (39) ; 
and has a recent study document, The Church and the 
Employment of Young Workers (40). 

Related materials appearing in INFORMATION SERVICE 
are Abundance: A Reading List (88), and Automation, a 
symposium (90). 

Other titles are Alexander Miller’s Christian Faith and 
My Job (123), Robert L. Calhoun’s God and the Day's 

ork (24); and Town and Country Churches and Fam- 
ily Farming (80) by Marshall Harris and Joseph Acker- 
man. 

Periodicals 

Current activities and publications of religious bodies 
may be followed by consulting periodicals. Examples of 
preiodicals considering the relation of the churches to eco- 
nomic issues and concerns are: Contact-Concern (32) ; 
Christian Social Relations (27) ; Social Action (162) ; So- 
cial Action News-Letter (163) ; Social Order (164) ; So- 
cial Progress (165). 

Critiques of Church Programs 

“At the moment church strategy involves maximum 
convergence on areas of minimum need,” writes Martin 
E. Marty, a Lutheran clergyman and a church historian 
in an article, “Economics, Affluence, and Christian Strat- 
egy” (118). 

In Safe in Bondage Robert W. Spike finds an ambi- 
valent church in a contradictory culture (170). Thomas 
R. Bennett in A Report of Project Laity (9) writes that 
“the program of the local church is not designed, at least 
at present, and except in rare instances, to provide... 
small group opportunity in which the ethical dilemmas of 
daily Christian living can be exposed, analyzed, and a more 
vigorous Christian witness formulated.” 

F. Ernest Johnson’s depth and breadth in consideration 
of religion and economic issues are revealed in his Eco- 
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nomics and the Good Life (94), The Church and Society 
(93), and The Social Gospel Re-Examined (95). 

“With certain exceptions, little concrete evidence can be 
found as to the efficacy of religious efforts toward social 
change,” wrote Dr. Johnson in a thorough monograph 
in INFORMATION SeERvICE, After Thirty Years: A Na- 
tional Inventory in Terms of the Social Ideals of the 
Churches, June 20, 1942 (89). 

Church Lobbying in the Nation’s Capital is described 
by Luke E. Ebersole (57). Donald D. Meyer, a historian, 
studies The Protestant Search For Political Realism 
(121), in which he concludes that the current situation 
in American Protestantism is confused, that the main 
debates are inconclusive theologically, and that the dis- 
cussions are generally indecisive. 


From General Economic and Related Sources 


From the broad realm of writings on economics and re- 
lated issues a number of titles are now noticed, but these 
are highly selected and are cited only as illustrations. 

A symposium on the professions, “Ethical Standards and 
Professional Conduct,” in The Annals, January, 1955, 
(59) includes brief evaluations of codes of ethics in 
major professions ; also Robert M. Maclver’s “The Social 
Significance of Professional Ethics’; and Howard R. 
Bowen’s “Business Management: A Profession” (18).
